- A. Discuss Matters. 


The Fire Hall was crowded onlthe farmers living. outside of 


Friday afternoon last with settlers 
from Edwell, Penhold, Horn Hill, 
Willowdale, Springvale and other 
districts, anxious to obtain infor- 
mation on the question of gov- 
ernment telephones. 

When the lines were built the 
farmers were zreatly pleased with 
the idea. They felt it waaa preat 
convenience to be aole ty call up 
the town when they wished any 
information that might save a 
trip of many miles, They were 
particularly anxious owing to the 
ease with whieh they would be 
able to call up medical assistance 
in case of illness, and they felt 
that the government was con- 
sidering their iuterests aid trying 
to help them. -The prive of in- 
stalling a phone, they were told, 
was $15 per annum, and they 
would have connection free with 
Red Deer, or at most, not more 
than five cents, and they signed 
agreements for the installation of 
the phones, They now find things 
are somewhat different, and are 
kicking vigorously at what some 
of tnem call, at the very least, 
sharp practice on the part of the 
government, and some do not 
hesitate to denounce it in the 
strongest terms. The patrons 
find they have to pay toll to town 
after a few miles out, and they 
find they must pay toll to their 
next neighbor if he happens to be 
in the next district. It was to ex- 
plain . these things that Mr. 
Richirds, the representative of 
the government, visited the meet- 
ing of the A.F.A. on Friday last. 

President James Sowér opened 
the meeting by stating Mr. 
Richards was present aud desired 
to hear the complaints of the 
settlers and he would atrive to 
explain matters. 


Thos. Huskins said he had 
made complaints oefore. He 
hoped Mr. Richards would be 


able to explain satisfactorily the 
government's position and settle 
matters.

Kindly allow a small space in 
ycur columns to reply -to an 
article in your paper of Dec. 
23rd, headed ‘‘Hillsdown,’’ re 
Valley. Centre school, stating: 
‘There is a general feeling of 
satisfaction among the residents 
of this district at; the prospect of 
‘a speedy settlement of the long 
standing school question. The 
boundaries of the Valley Centre 
school district and the placing of 
the school house in such an 
inaccessible and undesirable 
position hasbeen a great detri- 
ment to the progress of the dis- 
trict in the past.” ~ 

That may sound very well to 
the people outside of tha Valley 


-| Centre school district,but coming 


from the pen of a non-resident of 
the district, who with a large 
family, by his own free will re- 

mained outside of a school dis-| 
trict for the past eleven or twelve 
years. Please tell us the consis- 

tency how a man can contend 

that has never placed himself in 

any district or made no effort to 

get a school, and who even stated 

that he did not need a puolic 

school to send nis children to, 

that he could educate them else- 

where. 


You now ask the people that 
built and maintained the Valley 
Centre school to move it near 
your place, largely for your own 
special benefit. 

To remove it from its: present 
location would be taking it from 
the centre, where now within a 
radius of one and a half miles re- 
sides over twenty children of 
school age, and the parents of 
most of them lived there when 
the svhool house was erected. 
Consistency, thou art a precious 
jewel. 


The said article again states: 
‘The readjustment of the school 
district as proposed by the dis- 
trict organizer will solve the 
difficulty in the most satisfactory 
way possible.’’ Why should such 
an assault be made upon Valley 
Centre with such wilful,malicious 
lies, except by malice and fore- 
thought for a personal gain or a 
wilful wrong, time may reveal. 

Now, Mr. Writer, are you 
ignorant of the fact that a meet- 
ing was held on Dec. 12th, at the 
Valley Centre school house, and 
by a unanimous vote condemned 
the proposal which you claim is 
satisfactory. Public sentiment 
hurls this back in your teeth asa 
falsehood. 


Again I dispute the following 
words in the said article: ‘‘And 
whether the school hvuse is 
moved east or west it will moat 
certainly be in a better and more 
healthy situation.”’ 


I positively say, from the 
opening of the schooi, about 
seven years ago, the school has 
never been closed on account of 
the health of the children. 


I further state that a child 
hasn’t died in the district that has 
attended this school, or as far as 
known not after they left the dis- 
trict. : 


There were only two deaths in 
the district, one was Rowell’s, 
and one was Carleton’s; one on 
each side of the healthy coal 
trail. Mr. D. Purdie, with a 
family of five children, lives 
within sixty rods east of the 
school house; Mr. Bolze, with 
nine children, about eighty rods 
north west of the school house, 
and has lived tnere for eleven 
years, and has not had a doctor 
on the place. Mr. Clarke has four 
children. Mr. J. Reay, south west 
of the school house, has a family 
of five children. North west of 
the school house the writer lives 
with a family of three children. 
Mr. Erikson, direct north of the 
school, has a family of five 
children, all well and healthy. 
The health of the neighborhood 
in general is second to none in 
Alberta. The malicious falsehood 
does not change the facts. 

The article again states: ‘‘The 
placing of the school house on 
the coal trail, at or near Mr. 
O’Connor’s, will benefit eight or 


nine families with some twenty to! 


twenty-five children of school 
ape, many of whom have hitherto 
been deprived of the advantages 
of a regular education.’’ 


Tell us where the eight or nine 
families are, except those that 
now live close around the school- 
house, and in place of moving it 
to the children, you are trying to 
move it away from them, with 
the exception of two famiuies. 


I ask you, who deprived these 
children of an education? It is 
not the people of Valley Centre, 
but now you are trying to rob 
them of their school. 

It further states: ‘‘Moreover, it 
wil] be in a far more convenient 
situation for church and other 
purposes.” 


This statement would make 
any man hang his head for 
shame, for the school house has 
been used for both church and 
Union Sunday School, and is five 
miles from any church or where 
any regular service have been 
held, and to move it near Mr. 
O’Connor’s would be placing the 
school house within about one 
and a half miles of St. Paul’s 
church, Hillsdown.

-WETASKIWIN’S FIRE. 


Full Details of $70,000 » 
Conflagration in North. 


Wetaskiwin, Jan. 6.—The fire 
which swept over a portion of 
this city this morning was one of 
the fiercest ever experienced 
here, 

The fire started at 5.80 in P. 
Burns and Co.’s block, situated 
on the corner of Pierce and Mc- 
Donald streets. From the evi- 
dence of those who were aj the 
scene first, fire was pouring out 
of the office of P. Burns’ & To. 
when they arrived, and if water 
had been handy at the time the 
fire might have been quenched. 
As it was, gocd headway had 
been made, and, once started, 
could not be stopped without 
some damage. The fire engine 
was run out, and when steam was 
up commenced to puinp water on 
the blaze, which had by this time 
enveloped what is known as the 
Hull block, but which has been 
purchased by P. Burns & Co. 
Nothing could save this building, 
as it was a frail structure. 

“W. J. Stephenson had _ his 
stationery store on the corner, 
and next to him was P. Burns & 
Co ’sbutchershop. On the second 
storey were scveral offices and a 
dressmaking room. Nothing was 
saved from this block. 

The fire swept east, catching 
the livery barn run by W. H. 
Eggleston, and owned by Mrs. 
Barnhill. In this was stored the 
nxtures belonging to the Can- 
adian Bank of Commerce and 
several pieces of furniture. The 
horses and rigs were run out in 
time. ; 

Passing over the livery, the 
fire caught Crompton & Mont- 
gomery’s genéral store. This isa 
big establishment, but little time 
was given, and only a few loads 
of goods and the books weresec- 
ured. It was then seen that 
nothing could prevet the fire from 
running to the Star store build- 
ing, where there was a fire wall, 
and an effort was made to make 
a break by pulling down the 
store occupied by C. H. Bailey as 
a jewelry store. 

While this was being accom- 
plished, the firemen mounted the 
store of I. T. Williamgon and 
poured a stream of water on the 
fire to prevent it coming further, 
at the same time another gang 
was busily engaged in the tearing 
down of the buildings in the rear 
of the scene of the conflagration. 
These objects were at last accom- 
plished, and the fire brought inte 
subjection. It was by this time 8 
o’clock. The weather was very 
severe on those not in the zone of 
the fire, but all helped to do what 
could be done. C. C. Bailey’s 
jewelery store and E.'T. William- 
son’s jewelery store were the last 
two buildings, The stock was re- 
moved partly from the former 
and almost entirely from the 
latter, and placed for safe keep- 
ing in the Imperial bank. And 
when the work was done only 
Williamson’e store remained 
standing against the fire-wall of 
the Star store. The total loss will 
amount to over $70,000, made up 
as follows: W. J. Stephenson, 
$12,000, insured for $8,000; P. 
Burns & Co., building $7,000, 
stock, $2,500; some insurance. 
Dr. Stevenson was away visiting 
in Toronto, and lost all his be- 
longings, amounting to $1,500; 
C. D. Smith. $500; C. Hughes, 
$800; Mies Nordin, dressmaker, 
lost everything; also J. D. Reilly, 
lawyer. The livery barn belong- 
ing to Mrs. Barnhill, $8,000: W. 
H. Egleston lost contents of barn | 
not removed; Bank of Com: 
merce, $250; fixtures, other 
stores, $300; belonging to private 
parties. Compton and Mont- 
gomery, $35,000; insured for 
$25,000. Smith and Gibbs re- 
moved most of their office fix- 
tures. C. C. Bailey will lose con- 
siderable stock destroyed; and 
EK. T. Williamson some $500 
jewelery stock. The Merchants 
bank, Higga drug store, Queens 
hotel, and Mrs. Harkness’ build - 
ings were damaged by broken 
glass, etc.

The Future of the A. F. A.| 


“ President Joshua Fletcher of 


the Alberta Farmers’ Association|thrown on. the Association, for| in 


wrote the following letter to the 
‘‘Homestead’’ recently on the out- 
look of the Association for an- 
other year: 

The Alberta Farmers assoc- 
iation will soon be callad to an- 
other annual convention. Three 
years have proven that the aims 
and objects of the association 
have been correct and its policy 
has been sound. From a small 
beginning and a doubtful future 
the Alberta Farmers’ Association 
has grown to be a large and 
influential organization, recog- 
nized by Canadian parliaments 
and its.name has been mentioned 
more than once in the British 
House of Commons. 

A statement of our affairs in 
J.nuary will probably show a 
membership in good standing 
of over twenty-five hundred men. 
This is a large number; but. only 
a small percentage of the whole. 
Out of our thirty thousand 
Alberta Farmers we have less 
than 10 per cent properly organ- 
ized. While it is also certain 
that this ten per cent voice the 
sentiments of the great majority 
of the whole, still it has been 
argued ninety per cent nas been 
somewhat indifferent as to the 
necessity of improved conditions. 

The officers of all our Jocal 
organizations are well aware that 
it takes a great deal of effort to 
keep up a continual increase in 
their membership. Not only this, 
but it takes considerable energy 
at the beginning of each year to 
have all the old members renew 
and thereby avoid losing ground. 

It must be evident to all think- 
ing men that we must provide 
sume additional power both to 
enroil new members and to hold 
old ones. 

After four year’s connection 
with the Association and two 
years’ experience as its chief 
offcer I am certain that there are 
two lines along which we must 
pursue a vigorous campaign, 
namely the sovial and the com- 
mercial sides. 

A proper system of enter- 
tainment is one of the things 
most needed by rural] districts. 
I am of the opinion that one of 
the very best investments our 
central organization could make 
would be to purchase an up to 
date moving picture machine, 
together with a camera to take 
such pictures as might be of 
interest. The whole_thing com- 
plete would cost less than five 
hundred dollars. A good mach- 
ine well operated in a country 
school house would do more 
campaign work than any three 
speakers we could put on a plat- 
form; besides that by this means 
we reach the farmer and _ his 
family who have not been reached 
befure. 

A thoroughly up to date outfit 
would be most valuable as a 
means to handle institute work. 
By the present method the gov- 
ernment expend a large sum 
each year in the sead and noxivus 
weed departments. If our Assoc- 
iation could illustrate all this on 
the canvass at every school house 
as well as at railway points the 
government could affcrd to give 
ua a grant of two thousand dollars 
per annum and that would be 
only a fraction of the money now 
epent in a less effectual manner. 
This revenue and a membership 
of six or vight times what we 
have at present would give us a 
wonderfully  succeesfull insti- 
tution and it would be one that 
would do much to elevate the 
plan on which the farmers live. 
The possibilities of these new 
inventions for entertainment and 
instruction can only be appre- 
ciated by those who have 
seen the work accomplished in 
other lands within recent years. 

The other side to which we 
certainly must give some at- 
tention is that of trade and 
The chief object of 
the A. F. A. is to make a means 
by which the farmers may meet 
together and educate each other 
as to conditions in their own 
locality and the country generally. 
The knowledge there gained has 
has led our farmers at very many 
points to join together to purchase 
twine, salt, wire, coal, flour and 
other commodities, besides co- 
operating to some extent in the 
selling of their products. The 
amendments we have had put 
through Parliament: the pro- 
vision for loading platforms, for 
for instance, as one of many, 
have all fostered the growth of 
this commercial spirit and en- 
ccuraged the idea of co-operation 
in some form oranother. One of 
the results has been a demand 
for government ownership or 
control in both the meat and 
grain trade. Only the nBtlia| 
mentarians can tell what is likely 
to be done. 

Another result has been co- 
Operation of farmers among 
themselves to buy and sell. At 
almost every point these trans- 
actions have been cenducted by 
the chief men in the local or- 
ganizations and success in one 
attempt has promoted them to 
venture further. The Aggvuciation 
has no constitutional powers to 
do this business and in reality 
the whole burden of work and 
responsibility has been tarown on 
Whenever a little 


3 success has been made the whole 


settlement has congratulated 
itself’ on~ teing exceptionally 
clever; but where a slip has been 
made a sad réflection has been 


although the Association has no 
corporate powers, still the busi-. 
ness was all done in Association 
meetings and when the evil day 
comes ‘the Association gets 
the blame both inside and out- 
side. 

Now, whether we like it or not 
the day-has-arrived when the 
Association must contrive some 
system of co-operation which will 
not interfere with Association 
work nor membership, must be 
outside the association so to 
speak, Out must be approved of 
and supervised to some extent by 
by the Association. 

The sentiment of. cu-operation 
is upon us. A visit to our locals 
at far distant points one from 
another will convince anyone of 
this. Almost absolute strangers 
not even knowing each other are 
presenting to our local organ- 
izations various schemes of co- 
operation. Many of them will 
prove terrible tailures and carry 
our locals down with them to 
defeat and disgrace. 

We have no alternative, we 
must make a selection which we 
can recommend to our people 
and we owe it to the farmers we 
have drawn together to do so. 
In this way our Association can 
be maintained and go onin its 
true work, neither political nor 
commercial, but educative aud 
instructive, and any farmer that 
is disposed to support a com- 
mercial proposition may do so 
by cunnecting himself with ths 
system of co-operation endorsed 
by the pregressive menin the 
Association. We can keep out 
a countless number of doubtful 
schemes only by filling up the 
the want by putting in one good 
one. Each year as our Assoc- 
iation becomes older more res- 
ponsiblity is attached to it, and 
the more care in the selection of 
its officers is required. The first 
office to be filled on our election 
day is the office of president. I 
am of the opinion that a change 
is usually an improvement, and 
that two years is enough for 
anyone, and for myself IL can 
say that] corld notafford to give 
the association another year. It 
demands too much time’ and 
consideratiun. For two years, I 
have filled this office to the best 
of my ability and given much 
time which I could ill afford, and 
I look gladly forward to the 15th 
of January when I can slip back 
into the private ranks, I make 
this announcement now so that 
my friends may select my suc- 
cessor. :

The Red Deer Creamery 
Annual Meeting. 


(continued from page 2.) 


of 1907-8, there had bsen 69 
patrons, furnishing 51 Ibe. of 
cream, making 14;930 Ibs. of 
butter. The average prices re- 
ceived were 30. 123 cents per lb. 
of butter of which the patrons 
got 24, 413c. per pound 4c. going 
to the Dairy Department for 
making and 1.68c. per lb., for 
hauling. 

In the summer of 1908 there 
were 125 patrons, furnishing 277- 
874 lbs of cream, making 87,585 
Ibs of butter. This brought 20. 
589c. per pound of which patrons 
got 20034c. per pound, 1 3861c. 
per pound going for the hauling 
3 304c. per pound for making 
and 75c. per pound for local 
working fund, or assessments as 
the Dairy Commisgioner called it. 

The reports w2re exhaustively 
discussed, especially the matter 
of assessment. The meeting waa 
unanimously of the opinion that 
it would be most unjust and it 
would lead to breaking up the 
Association, and the loss of the 
creamery were no charge made 
for the money in the building, 
and for its upkeep. The farmers 
who had $8270 of money in tne 
building and plant were just as 
much entitled to a reasonable 
interest on their investment as 
wera the owners of private 
creameries, or as the bank would 
be if the money had been bor- 
rowed from it and the association 
had gone in debt for the building 
and plant as nearly all the gov- 
ernment and private creameries 
had done. This assessment for 
a local working fund, from which 
the dividend was paid, was levied 
alike, on all patrons, the share- 
holders as well as the rest. The 
largest amount of stock wap 
$108 held by the president, the 
Innisfail creamery was bound 
under its by-laws, to pay an 
eight per centdividend to its 
shareholders. The Red MNeer 
creamery had paid no dividend 
in 1907. 

The reports were.adopted Mr. 
Jamieson pointing out the suc- 
cessful co-operation of Govern- 
ment and farmers in the cream- 
eries chowed the basis upon which 
pork packing plants and elevators 
could be instituted and 
cessfully managed. 

It was decided to give the dir- 
evtors authority to.charge up to 
one cent a pound, for the local 
working fund, and to increase 
the remuneration for the directors 
from $1.50 per meeting to $2.00 
per meeting. 

Moved by C. A. Julian Sharman 
seconded by S. Pye: ‘‘At the 
annual meeting of the Red Deer 
creamery held on Jan. 7, 1909, it 
was unanimvuely carried by the 
shareholders and patrons, that 
this meeting express its entire 
confidence in, and satisfaction 
with the manner in which their 
interests have been lovked after 
by the Provincial Dairy Depart- 
mentin the past year, the fin- 
ancial reaults having exceeded 
their most sanguine expectations. 
They desire at the same time to 
express to the Dairy Commis- 
sioner their great appreciation of 
hia efforte for the improvement of 
the dairy industry of the Pro- 
vince.”’ 

Carried unanimously. 

The following directors were 
then appointed: E. Carswell, C, 
White, 5S. Pye, W. Jenkins, J. 
Comer, Geo. Owen, L. Eagle- 
kraut, Jas Gummow, S. Grimson. 

Mr L. J. Carswell was re-ap- 
pointed auditor.
